: Wasugnoton, August 12.— The following cir- 
guiar relating to the immediate delivery sys. 
fem, which is to be put in overation on Octo. 
per 1, has been prepared and will be sent to 
Zhe postmasters at once. It i. f interest to 
ghe general public: 

Section 3 of the postofice appropriation act, 
pol the face valuation of 10 cents, may be 
ided and issued, whenever deemed advisable 

orexpedient, in such form and bearing such de. 
vice es may meet the approval of the postmaster 
eral. whfch, when attached to a letter, in ad- 
ation to the lawful postege thereon, the delivery 
of which is to be aj a free delivery office or at any 
city, town or village a & population of 
Zour \housand Or Over, according to the federa! 
rensus. shall be regarded as entitling such letter 
fo immediste celivery within the 
rarrier limit of any free deliv- 
etry office which may be designated 
by the postmaster general as a special delivery 
olice. er within one mile of a postoffice atany 
other ottice coming within the provisions of this 
rection, which may in like manner, be designated 
as aspecial delivery office. It has, accordingly, 
peen decided to introduce the special delivery * 
tem on the firstof October 1585, at all postoi- 
ces at which it is permitted by law, viz: Those at 
which the free delivery system is in operation, 
and these Incities and towns having a popula- 
tion of 1 000 Or Over,as shown by the last federa! 


Suitable supplies of these special delivery 
stamps Will be sent to any postoffice in the coun- 
ay cwbich may mekef requisition for them, and 
when received they are to be taken up by the 
apy aster in his aceount current, and aecounted 

r quarter in the same manner asordinary postage 
stamps. Theyare tobe had by postmastera im 
any required amount, and to any person who may 
apply for them, but they can be used only for the 

urpose Of securing the immediatejdelivery of 

tters addressed to and received in the mailsat 
any of theoffices designated as special delivery 
ces. Under no circumstances are they to be 
used in the payment of postage of any description 
erof registry fee, nor can any other stamps be 
employed to secure special delivery except the 
delivery stamp. The special delivery stamp must 
be in additiou to the lawful postage, anda letter 
not prepared with at least,one full rate of postage, 
in accordance witk the law and regulations, must 
be treated as held for postage, though bearing the 
sialGelivery stamp. Registered letters will be 
entitied to immediate delivery the same as ordi 
nary ietters when bearing the special delivery 
stamp in addition to the full postage and registry 
Jee required by the law aud regulations. Special 
celivery stamps must be effectually cancelled at 
the citice of mailing in the same way 
ss the ordinary postage Stamp. A 
Jetter bearing a special delivery stamo 
In addition to the lawful postage may be, mailed 
at any postofiice in the country, but it will not 
be eutitied to an immediate delivery by. messen- 
ger when addressed toa post aflice to which the 
ppecia! delivery system has not extended. The

masiers at fourth class offices are not entitled to

A second circular by the postmaster 
general embodies technica! instruc- 
tions to the postmaster concerning the above 
pystem, lt directs postmasters to employ 
the requisite number of messenger boys to en- 
sure prompt delivery, and provides that sub 
stitute letter carriers may be employed as 
messengers, and receive the same compensa 
fion as other messengers, but in no case shal!
